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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . Claims 4-7, and 9-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 4, 5, and 10-15 the phrases which are directed towards "toe spring" are 
confusing, vague, and indefinite because it is not clear what structural limitations 
applicant intends to encompass with such language. These phrases do not recite any 
structure. Claim 1 5 appears to contradict the limitations of claim 14 from which it 
depends rendering the claim vague and indefinite. 

Claims 6 and 7 are merely statements of intended use and do not provide any 
structural limitations and therefore it is not clear what structural limitations applicant 
intends to encompass with such language. 

In claim 9 the terms "GORE" and "LYCRA" are trademarks and therefore are not 
definite. These terms should be replaced with generic terminology. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-4 and 6-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Savino (1953659). 
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Savino shows a shoe comprising an upper (1 and 2) and a sole (4) which has a 
curved arch and the bottom of the toe is located downward and below the bottom of the 
heel (see figure 1) as claimed. 

4. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Minden (5035069). 

Minden shows a shoe comprising an upper (28) with a sole (32 and 36) which is 

flexible and has a curved arch and negative toe (as shown in figure 6) as claimed.
